Their  powers  are  limited  and  not  final.  The 
Assembly  of  1843  must  review  fill  their  doings, 
and  approve  and  confirm,  or  censure  and  annul 
them.  Hence,  the  final  arbitration  of  the  whole 
matter  is  with  the  Assembly  alone.  In  the  inter¬ 
val,  however,  the  Committee  are  the  only  organ 
that  can  rep.resent  the  Assembly,  or  give  any  au¬ 
thoritative  counsel  in  the  case.  Other  committees 
having  expired  by  limitation,  the  Committee  ad  In¬ 
terim  have  necessarily  acceded  to  duties  undesired 
and  unanticipated,  in  these  relations;  and  are  there¬ 
fore  the  more  required  to  set  forth,  both  to  their  ec¬ 
clesiastical  brethren  and  to  the  Christian  public 
generally — though  they  know  no  reason  to  appre¬ 
hend  that  the  Assembly  will  at  all  disturb  or  cen¬ 
sure  their  decisions — a  brief  manifesto  at  least  of 
the  reasons  which  have  actuated  and  determined 
them  in  this  procedure. 

CAVEAT 

And  here  it  may  be  proper,  in  due  form,  to  al¬ 
lege,  that  the  result  is  in  no  way  the  fruit  of  any 
change  of  principle  or  sentiment,  or  any  conscious 
error  in  the  public  acts  and  positions  of  our  church, 
touching  the  matters  in  dispute.  Our  convictions 
of  the  anti-constitutional  and  revolutionary  'charac¬ 
ter  of  the  exscinding  acts,  by  a  small  majority  of 
the  Assembly  of  1837 ;  and  also  of  the  new  “  ba¬ 
sis”  laid  on  those  acts  in  1838 ;  and  of  the  moral, 
and  constitutional,  and  properly  the  legal,  rectitude 
of  our  cause,  as  decided  by  the  only  court  and  jury 
before  whom  its  merits  were  ever  tried ;  on  all 
these  points  and  positions,  as  well  as  on  their  great 
I  importance,  our  convictions  are  only  strengthened 
and  established.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  pub¬ 
lic  at  large,  and  especially  those  more  intelligent 
and  Christian,  will  do  us  the  justice  to  recognize 
at  the  outset,  this  negation  and  caveat,  that  we  be 
not  calumniated  or  misunderstood,  in  reference  to 
the  reasons  actuating  us  in  the  present  result. 

FIRST  REASON 

I.  It  has  greatly  influenced  the  Committee  in 
the  withdrawment  of  the  case,  and  the  considera¬ 
tion  appears  to  them  alone  sufficient  to  induce  the 
measure,  that,  should  the  cause  be  allowed  now 
to  proce^  to  final  adjudication  before  the  Court  at 
Nisi  Prius,  as  already  marked  on  the  calendar,  and 
anticipated  for  trial,  it  must  be  in  circumstances  and 
under  influences,  necessarily,  as  we  are  assured, 

EXCLUDING  THE  MERITS  OF  THE  QUESTION  from 

the  due  consideration  of  the  Court  and  jury,  and 
hence,  necessarily  determining  the  issue,  simply  on 
that  account,  against  us. 

That  Court  is  subordinate  to  the  Court  in  Bank, 
from  whom  the  order  for  a  new  trial  has  proceed¬ 
ed  ;  and  all  the  rules  and  opinions  of  the  higher 
triWnal  are  consequently  to  control  and  coerce  the 
proceedings  of  the  lower.  This  being  the  case, 
our  cause  must  encounter  in  limine  the  strange 
positions ;  that  the  exscinding  acts  were  constitu¬ 
tional,  because  “  they  were  legislative  and  not  ju¬ 
dicial  and  that  the  party  enacting  them,  are  the 
true  General  Assembly,  because  they  were  the 
majority  “at  the  time  of  the  division.”  These  po¬ 
sitions,  we  conceive,  amount  to  a  ruling  out  of  the 
whole  merits  of  the  question  at  issue,  and  thus  vir¬ 
tually  do  they  decide  the  case  antecedent  to  inves¬ 
tigation  and  trial.  What  use  then,  what  hope, 
what  motive,  to  encounter  the  pain  and  the  cost  of 
ja  new  trial,  in  these  circumstances?  We  take 
these  views  advisedly,  and  with  consent  and  coun¬ 
sel  of  some  of  the  first  jurists  in  the  country,  who 
sympathize  with  us  entirely  in  reference  to  the 
whole  equity  and  legality  of  the  case.

ministers  of  the  gospel,  with  churches  and  com- 
[  municants  in  the  ordinary  proportion.  And  we 
I  have  been  advised  with  pleasure  of  the  progression 
of  correct  sentiments,  and  the  consequent  increase 
of  the  preference  for  the  basis  of  the  Constitution, 
among  many  different  communities  of  the  church 
at  large.  As  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  merits 
of  the  question  is  spread  abroad  in  our  country,  not 
only  have  individuals  thought  it  proper  to  accede 
to  our  communion,  but  in  several  places  the  acces¬ 
sions  have  been  large  and  distinguished.  The  pub¬ 
lic  sentiment  of  the  country  is,  we  are  convinced, 
improving  in  its  estimate  of  the  truth.  In  some 
places,  and  those  differrnt  and  distant,  whole  Pres¬ 
byteries*  have  been  induced  to  migrate  to  us,  aban¬ 
doning  the  New  Basis  with  enlightened  decision, 
and  saying,  the  old  is  better.  As  the  results, 
three  Synods  have  been  formed  in  iha  Far  West, 
whose  more  perfect  organization  will  engage  the 
care  and  action  of  the  next  Assembly.  In  these 
changes  we  do  rejoice  ;  yea,  and  will  rejoice  ;  for 
we  are  sure  they  are  wise,  and  safe,  and  right — 
We  regard  them  with  reason,  as  the  pledges  and 
the  precursors  of  still  more  and  greater  migrations. 
We  are  also  informed  of  quite  a  number,  who  are 
justly  dissatisfied  with  their  present  position,  both 
ministers  and  members  of  the  church ;  and  who  are 
only  waiting  for  a  proper  opportunity  to  declare 
their  sentiments,  and  change  for  the  better  their 
ecclesiastical  relations.  Thereare  very  few  among 
our  separated  brethren,  who,  understanding  things 
as  they  are,  are  at  all  capable  of  approving  the  ex¬ 
scinding  acts,  or  their  own  present  “basis,”  so  so¬ 
lemnly  identified  with’  those  acts.  We  doubt  if 
there  be  among  them  one  in  a  thousand,  who  is  at 
all  capable  of  such  a  perversity.  They  generally 
adhere,  as  we  have  been  often  assured,  and  some¬ 
times  from  themselves,  on  some  other  ground  than 
that  of  approbation.  And  though  nowthetwo  bodies 
are  perhaps  not  far  from  numerically  equal,  yet,  at 
first,  though  only  about  one-fifth  of  the  whole 

•  In  all  similar  movements,  it  were  well  for  congrega¬ 
tions,  Presbyteries,  or  Synods,  to  report  theaiselves  as 
soon  aspr/uUicabte,  to  the  Committee  ad  Interim,  either  to 
iheir  Chairman,  “  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,”or  to  the  Stated  Clerk 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Rev.  Erskine  Mason,  DD., 
New-York.

ers,  next  year,  so  as  to  enter  their  names  on  the  roll,  with 
!  the  others,  until  after  the  organization  of  the  Assembly. 


Presbyterian  Church  were  included  in  the  exci¬ 
sion,  yet,  those  acts  being  dictated  to  the  whole 
church,  the  next  year,  as  the  indispensable  basis 
of  their  adhesion  to  the  men  that  did  it,  the  necessa¬ 
ry  moral  effect  on  others,  who  could  not  approve 
of  those  acts  or  adhere  on  the  New  Basis,  was  to 
exscind  them  also ;  and  hence  the  division  as  it  at 
present  exists.  Hence,  also,  the  exscinding  was 
twfe-fold,  primary  and  consequent. 

NEW  SUITS 

We  have  indeed  other  resources.  We  might 
institute  suits  in  the  District  Courts  of  the  United 
States,  many  of  them,  which  would  reduce  the 
whole  merits  of  the  question  to  a  fair  trial,  and 
before  tribunals  of  light  to  which  the  public  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  country  will  always  and  rightly  defer. 
Our  elected  Directors  of  the  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary  at  Princeton — to  mention  no  others — might 
bring  an  issue  before  the  proper  judiciary  tribunal 
ofthe  State  of  New- Jersey,  for  their  rights;  which 
must  try  and  in  degree  determine,  the  high  points 
in  dispute  between  us.  And  how  this  would  re¬ 
sult,  we  may  probably  infer  from  the  known  fact, 
that  all  other  cases,  of  a  similar  and  related  na¬ 
ture,  in  every  one  of  which  our  separated  brethren 
— with  one  recent  exception — were  the  plaintifib, 
have  been  determined,  as  was  the  parent  one,  before 
His  Honor,  Judge  Rodgers,  in  our  favor.  That 
we  forbear  to  attempt  any  of  these,  is  not  because 
we  doubt  the  equity  or  the  validity  of  our  claims; 
nor  because  wo  have  not  been  counseled,  and  even 
urged  to  it,  by  high  professional  authority ;  but 
for  reasons  often  mentipnedgy;i  reference  to  the  evils 
of  contention,  and  our  sincere  willingness  to  suffer 
wrong,  in  certain  cases,  where  we  may,  possibly, 
without  violation  of  principle,  rather  than  engage 
in  the  exasperations  of  controversy,  especially  with 
our  Protestant  and  Presbyterian  brethren.  A 
brother  offended  is  harder  to  be  won  than  a  strong 
city ;  and  their  contentions  are  like  the  bars  of  a 
castle. 

CONTENTION 

Theological  controversy  and  forensic  litigation 
}  are  never  grateful  to  the  feelings  of  the  good ; 
though,  in  such  a  world  as  this,  they  may  some¬ 
times  become  both  necessity  and  duty,  as  a  choice 
of  evils.  With  such  sentiments  the  suit  was  at 
first  commenced.  We  were  stewards  in  trust  of 
the  property  of  others,  and  its  donors  have  the  ab¬ 
solute  right  to  be  protected,  as  far  as  practicable, 
against  any  diversion  of  funds,  which  they  contrib¬ 
uted,  not  for  a  party,  but  for  the  whole  of  the 
church;  and  this,  under  the  sanctions  of  the  con- 
I  stitiition  as  an  inviolable  instrument ;  and  not  un- 
I  der  the  sway,  or  with  the  anticipation  of  revolu¬ 
tionary  aieasures,  or  on  the  “  basis,”  so  new, 
which  the  constitution  never  warranted,  and  which 
neither  we  nor  our  fathers  ever  knew.  The  ne¬ 
cessity  was  made  for  us,  and  imposed  on  us,  pas¬ 
sive,  and  injured,  and  protesting,  as  we  were,  by 
the  acts  of  our  exscinding  brethren.  We  acteid  in 
the  circumstances  on  principle ;  we  acted  on  the 
defensive ;  we  acted  by  necessity,  with  a  good  con¬ 
science,  and  without  the  least  doubt,  then  or  now, 
of  what  was  duty.  And  the  result  is  known.  An 
enlightened  courtand  jury,  before  whom  the  merits 
of  the  cause  on  both  sides  were  fully  and  ably 
manifested — the  only  tribunal  where  the 

CAUSE  EVER  WAS  TRIED  UPON  ITS  MERITS - 

were  prompt  and  unanimous  in  a  decision  in  our 
favor.  They  acted  as  well  advised ;  and  in  the 
language  of  His  Honor,  Judge  Rodgers,  “under 

AN  AWFUL  RESPONSIBILITY  TO  DO  JUSTICE.” 

That  their  decision  was  according  to  the  constitu¬ 
tion  ofthe  church,  that  it  was  the  award  of  equity, 
that  it  was  true  and  righteous  altogether,  we  are 
sure,  with  a  conviction  which  revolving  years  and 
mature  reflection  are  potent  only  to  confirm. 

RELIGION*  INJURED 

Notwithstanding,  we  should  regret  to  prosecute 
our  cause,  even  if  certain  of  success,  on  the  ground 
of  contentions,  divisions,  and  alienations,  thence 
induced,  and  increasingly  exasperated ;  because  of 
which  religion  bleeds,  and  which  the  lifetime  of 
the  present  parties  may  not  avail  to  alleviate  or 
cure.  We  are  willing  to  sacrifice  something,  and 
even  much  to  peace.  And  since  in  the  providence 
of  God,  the  relative  aspects  of  the  case  are  now 
varied,  we  feel  warranted  an  adopting  the  measure 
already  announced. 

SECOND  REASON 

2.  The  late  award  of  the  Court  in  Bank,  Chief 
Justice  Gibson  presiding  and  pronouncing  the 
opinion  of  the  Court,  in  the  Case  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  church  of  York,  Pennsylvania,  while  it 
has  forever  settled  the  occupancy  of  church  pro¬ 
perty  in  that  State  on  the  proper  basis,  has  so  clear¬ 
ly  treated  of  the  main  questions  at  issue  between 
the  paities,  in  the  action  we  have  withdrawn,  and 
so  correctly  in  the  main  has  it  cclaircised  and  set¬ 
tled  them,  that  we  are  comparatively  content  with 
the  award,  inasmuch  as  it  explains,  qualifies, 
AND  IN  effect,  MORALLY  OVERRULES  THE  PO¬ 
SITIONS  BEFORE  ADVANCED,  by  the  Same  Court, 
on  the  motion  “  affirmed  absolute,”  for  a  new  trial, 
some  two  or  more  years  previously. 

THE  CHIEF  JUSTICE  DEFINES  HIS  POSITION 

In  that  award,  allusion  is  distinctly  had  to  those 
positions,  as  leading  to  the  absolute  affirmance  of 
the  motion ;  and  this  result  is  explained  as  follows : 
“  it  was  not  because  the  minority  was  thought  to 
be  anything  else  than  Presbyterians,  but  because  a 
popular  body  is  known  only  by  its  government  or 
head.  *  •  •  Indeed,  the  measure  [the  exscinding 
violence]  would  seem  to  have  been  as  decisively 
revolutionary,  as  would  be  an  exclusion  of  par¬ 
ticular  States  from  the  Federal  Union,  for  the 
adoption  of  an  anti-republican  Form  of  Government. 
******  That  the  Old  School  party  acceded 
to  the  privileges  and  property  of  the  Assembly, 
was  not  because  it  was  more  Presbyterian  than  the 
other,  but  because  it  was  stronger ;  for  had  it  been 
the  weaker,  it  would  have  been  the  party  exclud¬ 
ed.” 

THE  STRONGER  PARTY 

Thus,  the  whole  decision  for  a  new  trial,  rested
